Dresden, March 27, 1SS2, 
“ Yon must copy a picture to see it," 
say3 an eminent artist. Now everybody 
knows that copying a picture ¡3 not the 
work of inspiration, but the result of pa­ 
tient, steadiast and long continued effort. 
The original must be viewed from all points 
of sight, and so carefully studied that its 
proportions become intuitive, its hgnres 
quickly recognized, its lights, shades and 
coloring familiar as the signs on the face of 
an old friend. Viewed in this manner, tho 
traveler is able to reproduce “ visions of 
the world and the wonders that it bolds.” 
And so after many months this “ Pearl 
City of Saxony,” seen in all its varied 
phrases, gradually assumes the form of aD 
ineffaceable picture, every feature of which 
serves to flood his fancy with reminis­ 
cences. But before ho can complete this 
picture he must see Dresden not only from 
all points of view but at all hours of the 
day. 
MAJESTIC APPEARS THIS c ff v IN THE MORN- 
INC., 
When the sun first peeps out and its glit 
tering rays fall upon the lordly castle, 
with its lofty tower of 33Lfeet ; the beau­ 
tiful theater, covering an area of 5 550 
square yards ; the enticing rococo Zwinger; 
the churches, “ grand, gloomy and pe­ 
culiar,” whoee tall domes and spires, point­ 
ing high in the heavens, seem to say to the 
toiling, struggling people below, “ Come 
unto me all ye that are weary and heavy 
laden and I will give you rest.” Here on 
the Newmarkt, the Frauen Kirche, the 
lantern of whose dome is 310 feet high, and 
near which a cross in the pavement marks 
the spot where Crell, the Calvar,istic Chan­ 
cellor was executed in 1(501 ; there, on the 
Kreutz Kirohe, erected in 1760, just after 
the bombardment cf the Russians, with a 
domeof 312 feet—always calling to mind the 
bird like voices of the boys so often heard 
at Saturday vespers ; fnrtheraway, on the 
fanciful Russian Chapel, with its six tow­ 
ers—bring to mind strange services in 
memory of the dead Czar ; on the Catholic 
church near the palace of the King, showing 
up the suspieious-lookine bridge over the 
street, connecting palace and church, which 
the great Napoleon had constructed, to ob 
viate the necessity of crossing the street 
with the “ great unwashed throng;” on 
the beautiful Bruhl Terrace, oppoeite the 
Catholic church, originally laid out by 
Count Bruhl, the dishonest Minister of 
Augustus ILL, as a garden, corresponding 
with his princely mansion, rising high on 
the left bank of the curving Elbe, now 
used as a favorite promenade, which yon 
approach from the Schloss i’latz, ascend 
the broad steps between the groups of 
Morning, Noon, Evening and Night, pass 
through the long rows of trees to the ar­ 
tistic iron railing, where you obtain a de­ 
lightful view of the winding Elbe and the 
little towns along its banks ; till finally the 
rays fall upon the invulnerable phalanxes 
of solid gray-stone dwellings aud beautiful 
renaissance villas. 
GRAND AND PATRIOTIC IS DRESDEN 
When the sun climbs higher still, lighting 
up here and there a magnificent monument, 
erected to perpetuate the memory of some 
great and good man, whom “ the King 
delighted to honor,” or in remembrance of 
some glorious deed chronialed in the hearts 
of the people. In the Neumarkt you see 
the beautiful bronze statue of Frederick 
Augustus II., surrounded by figures of 
Piety, Wisdom, Justine and Strength—all 
typical of the life of that much-loved mon­ 
arch. In front of the Kreutz school the 
graceful figure of Theodore Korner, the 
youthful minstrel of 
the “ Lyre and 
Sword,” with h'.s martial cloak around him, 
a scroll of poems in his light hand, while 
with his left lie clasps his sword to hie 
breast. Between the theater and museum 
the elegant hronze statue of Weber; and 
across the river, the stalwart equestrian 
statue of Augustus the Strong, in glitter­ 
ing gilded copper. But most beautiful of 
all, the white marble statue of Germania, 
which gracefully ri-es in the Altmarkt, 
immortalizing the German victory at the 
close of the Franco-Prussian v.ar. The 
triumphant laurel-crowned goddess, beam­ 
ing so proudly over.Dresden, holds a shield 
in her left hand and the furled flag of her 
country in her right, while the dark pe­ 
destal below is completely surrounded with 
life size figures emblematic of strife aud 
victory. 
PHTTRESQfE IN DRESDEN AT NOON, 
When its principal streets are thronged 
with human beings of every caste, all hnr- 
ryiDg slowly, for even the Germans tell 
you that “ Dutch Michael always wears his 
night-cap.” In the motley crewd on the 
sidewalk, which at first presents such a 
holiday appearance to your inexperienced 
eyes, you soon learn to distinguish the 
fleshy German lady, the portly German 
gentleman, the traveler, with his red-bound 
Baedecker; the waiter in white apron, 
carefully steadying his glass of forming 
beer ; the country woman in her queer, 
traditional costume ; the peasant in her 
short, full-skirted woolen dress, big shoes, 
w ith fcliswl tied over her head and heavy 
basket trapped upon her hack ; the com­ 
mon soldier lu bright red cap and shining 
buttons ; tho otficcr in fancy epaulets, red 
stripes, clinking sword and white gloves, 
and the cavalry officer in his striking blue 
and white costume. Sometimes you won­ 
der, iu the presence of all these military 
men, if the ministers ever dare offer the 
prayer, so familiar to your ears, “ Hasten 
the time when the nations shall learn war 
no more 1" Now and then you find the 
way completely blocked by a curious 
crowd gathered before some new palntiog, 
or a window where a picture of the English 
Embassy is exhibited, or King Albert in 
all the glory of his insignia of the Order of 
the Garter, which contrasts so oddly with 
the plain man you often meet walking in 
the Groasen Garten in simple officer's cos- 
turne alone with his white dog and his 
meditations. 
On the corners you observe the groups 
of expressmen iu yellow and red stripes, 
who continually do stand there, from early 
dawn till 10 o’clock at night. Occasion­ 
ally one disappears to deliver a message or 
package, for which he receives a trifle, but 
the number never seems to diminish ; anu 
their threadbare garments and corrugated 
visages prove conclusively that they 
are neither over-paid nor over-fed. if 
“ they also serve who only stand and 
wait,” what a long account of serving 
these poor patient creatures must have ! 
Here, there and ever} where you en­ 
counter tho bareheaded madchen or 
servant-girl, who forms a prominent feature 
in German life ; perhaps she is harrying to 
the train with a heavy valise ; to the post­ 
box with a letter; or is freighted with 
bundles from the store ; for sbe serves in 
every family as errand-boy, porter, boot­ 
black, escort and maid of all work. This 
muiifold office she fills cheerfully for the 
paltry sum of Í3 per month, with a 
remembrance at Christmas. 
MOTION ON THE STREET 
Presents even greater contrasts than that 
of the sidewalk. Every imaginable style 
of conveyance is seen, from the magnificent 
court equipage to the clumsy little dog­ 
cart. There is the equipage of the C'onnt 
who delights in red wheels and scarlet-clad 
servants; the private carriage of the 
wealthy oitizen ; the awkward, ungainly 
drosky with blue wheels, lazily dragged 
along by the sleepy, hungry, raw-boned 
horse, provoking a smile at the bare sugges­ 
tion of a runaway ; funny-looking, oblong 
boxes, the rear of which is filled with all­ 
sorts, while the front is occupied by the 
contented German, with bis pipe in his 
mouth and his buxom daughter beside him, 
who both look compassionately down upon 
poor foot-passengers below ; hunting teams 
in bright woods, with hunters in appropri­ 
ate costumes, and horses that go ; dog­ 
carts of every description, both with and 
without dogs—you hardly know whether 
to bestow more pity upon the poor, lank, 
lean dogs, or the hardened, joyless-locking 
peasant-woman, for both are worthy ob- 
jecta of compassion. Now you see a dog 
and a woman sharing the burden together ; 
or two women, each with a wide strap over 
one shoulder, patiently dragging the heavy 
cart; or one woman pulling with the 
shoulder-strap, while her affectionate hus­ 
band pushes from behind, or vice versa. 
Manuel labor is so poorly paid in Germany 
that the peasant wife muBt go out to daily 
labor and aasist in providing food for the 
¡ little ones and in earning money to psy the 


dreaded stener or tax. Unaoenstomed to 
seeing women employed as “ beasts of bur­ 
den,” your sympathies are continually 
aroused ; but when you venture to remark 
upon “ man’s inhumanity to man,” the 
Germans smile at your enthnsissm and re­ 
ply, “ They are oaly peasant women, who 
know nothing better,” or, “ They are con­ 
tent with enough to eat.” In faot every 
imaginable means of locomotion appears on 
the streets of Dresden, except the single 
buggy or the light express wagon whioh 
dash so jauntily about our streets. But 
amid the varied collection of equipages, 
carriages, wagons and dog-earts, no con 
fusion is ever witnessed. Universal law 
and oroer is the just and righteous reputa­ 
tion of Dresden. Keep to the right, as 
the law directs, is never violated. At a 
railroad crossing all come to a standstill, in 
prompt obedience to tho long wooden arms 
which clasp hands across the street, aud no 
one ever dreams of venturing further till 
they unclasp and throw np their arms 
again, Germany has no dearth of cripples, 
but life and limb are seldom lost under the 
w heels of the great iron horse. 
CHARMING IS THE CITY OE DRESDEN 
II lieu the shadows begin to grow looger, 
and you follow the custom of the country 
and go out for the Spazier gang. The Ger­ 
mans believe in the motto: “ Take the 
open air, ths more you take the better”— 
and they live up to it. In the Grossen 
Garten, which covers an area of 330 acres, 
you find, at this time of day, every high 
way and bypath teaming with life. There 
are nurses with babies, invalids in wheeled 
chaira, equestri-.n parties, pilgrims, stran­ 
gers, citizens, officers, soldiers, members of 
the court, often Prince George with his 
family; all walking, chattering and laugh­ 
ing, lor troubles aud worries are all left 
outside of the “ Beautiful Gates.” Or go 
just ontside of the city, wend your way to 
the Moreau monument, erected on the spot 
where the bravo General fell figbtiog 
the mighty Napoleon go to the very place 
on the hanks of the Elbe where first the 
Btar of glory in the crown of the merciless 
conquerer began to lose its luster, and 
where in the space of two days 10,000 of 
his brave men fell. 
Extend your walk still further till you 
reach the village of Blasewitz, aod make a 
pilgrimage to the ancient linden tree im­ 
mortalized by the great Schiller, who wrote 
“ Don Carlos” beneath its friendly Bhade ; 
or cross the river in the queer, clumsy, lit­ 
tle boat, and visit the old home of Korner, 
and sit down in the summer-house when 
Schiller loved to muse aloiie with his 
thoughts and his pen. Or go out on any­ 
one of the three bridges which span the 
graceful curving Elbe aud connect the divi­ 
sions of the city, all of which command 
extensive views of Dresden, its environs, 
and the highlands stretching away in the 
distance. Stand on the old bridge when 
the shadows have grown longer still, and 
the city lamps twinkle out ; follow the 
graceful sweep of the beautiful river, and 
gaze on the sparkling waters below, 
while the giant shadows of the lofty build­ 
ings awaken in your soul all the slumber­ 
ing childhood stories of monsters with out- 
stietched arms. 
CALM AND PEACKFl'L IS DRESDEN AT MID­ 
NIGHT, 
Wlien the clucks are striking tho hour, 
Anti the moon looks ovtr the city, 
From behind the tall church tower. 
Quiet and saie are its streets -tho long 
night through. No ringing cry of “ Fire 1” 
ever breaks in upon your tranquil slumbers, 
for conflagrations are unknown. The in­ 
vulnerable stone walls completely baffle all 
efforts of the pitiless element. No sound 
of temperance is ever heard, and yet no 
reeling drunkard ever roams about. Drunk- 
enuets is simply abhorred by the Germans ; 
every one takes his bter and wine, but he 
takes it moderately. The only man in 
Dresden who is conspicuous for taking too 
much is a Major from Boston, who claims 
to be a veteran of the war. The Germans 
point to him as the American who can 
“ take more beer than any German in the 
Vaterland.” He is quite harmless, how­ 
ever, employs a drosky when he cannot 
navigate, and manages to escape the 
fa'.lnrly arms of the police. With all the 
temperance societies in America more of 
the evil effects of spirituous liquors are 
seen in any city there in one week, than in 
a whole year in Dresden. “ Who knoweth 
w hich is best ?” 
And thus, os days lengthen into weeks, 
and we-ks into mouths, you obtain a view 
here, an impression there ; a bit of oolor at 
one time, a shadow at another ; now a 
glimpse of peasant life, again a peep into 
the court circle, till finally “ German 
Florence” is seen, sketched, filled in, 
touched, retouched, and ready to hang 
away on the walls of memory, while you 
turn to other skies for new scones, fresh 
attractions and strange faces.

THE UIIEAT DISCOVERY AT THEBE9 


BOME FOOD AND HEALTH ITEMS, 


B ean s a s F ood .— The nutritive value of 
beans Is very great—greater than alm ss 
any other article of food in common uss- 
Considering their richness, they are prob* 
ably the cheapest food we have, but some­ 
what difficult of digestion, probably owing 
to the faot that we rarely cook them 
enough and masticate insuffioiently. In 
preparing beaus for table, they should first 
be well soaked in oold water and thsn 
thrown iDto boiling water and cooked until 
of a medium consistency, between a fluid 
and a solid, neither too thiok nor too 
thin. They require some soid on them 
when eaten, and a sufficient amount of 
salt to render them pelatable. 
They 
may be eaten with potatoes or other veg­ 
etables which contain more starch and less 
albumen, ra'her than with too rnuoh bread 
or meat. In Germany there Is a process 
patented by which beans and all legumin­ 
ous seeds are reduced to a very fine Boar, 
and rendered capable of being used as food 
by the most delicate persona. VTe hsv* 
samples of this flour, whioh equals In fins- 
ness the best wheat flour, and it Is used 
extensively for making soups for invalids. 
These soups are worth a hundred times as 
much as beef tea. There is a fortune await­ 
ing any one who will prepare a flour from 
beans aa perfeot an this flour from Ger­ 
many, Bean soup, rightly made, is ex­ 
ceedingly delicious and wholesome, and 
ought to be used more extensively thsn 1* 
is.—[Sanitarian. 
M o r a l E ffe c t o f T ea, C o ffe s, E tc .— 
Dr. Buck, t>! Leipsio, a famous German 
physician, writes as follows on the moral 
effect of different articles of food and 
drink : “ The nervousness and peevishness 
of our times are chiefly attributable to tea 
and coffee ; the digestive organs of con­ 
firmed cofi'ee-drinkers are in a state of 
chronic derangement, whioh reacts on the 
brain, producing fretful and crying moods. 
Fine ladies addioted to strong ooffee have 
a characteristic temper, which I might de­ 
scribe as a mania for acting the persecuted 
saint. 
The snappish, petulant humor 
of the Chinese can certainly be ascribed 
to their immoderate fondness for tea. 
Beer is brutalizing, wine impassions, 
whisky infuriates, but eventually unmans. 
The alcoholic drinks, combined witb a 
flesh and fat diet, totally subjugate ths 
moral man, unlesB their influence be coun­ 
teracted by violet exercises ; but with 
sedentary habita they produoe those un­ 
happy flesh sponges whioh may be studied 
in metropolitan baohelor halls, but better 
vet in wealthy convents. The soul that 
may still linger in a fat Austrian abbot is 
functional to his body only as salt is to 
pork—in preventing imminent putrefac­ 
tion.”—[Herald of Health. 
W o rn Oft B e fo r e T h e ir T im e —Thera 
is perhaps no oouutry in the world where 
there are so many people who are worn out 
before their time as in California. The 
most direct cause of this is the inolination 
of the people to overwork themselves. Our 
climate is so bracitig, and generally so fa­ 
vorable to physioal exercise that we ere 
apt to work ourselvee down before we be­ 
come aware of it. Then, again, this over­ 
work at first produoes excessive appetite, 
which is too commonly aocompamed by 
over-feeding with flesh, atroDg drink, 
and beer, the idea being that this high 
feeding enables a person to do more work 
than a more natural diet. In the long run, 
however, it is not so profitable aa moder­ 
ation, for it too often breaks down the 
constitution in the prime of life, and leaves 
a long oup of misery to be quaffed st our 
leisure. 
An Electric Light in the Stomach.— 
Think of an electric.light in your stomach ¡ 
yet such s contrivance has been put into 
use lately. A Hue platinum wire, rendered 
white hot at its extremity by an elaotrio 
current, and this extremity covered by a 
little glass globe, is the whole machine In 
a nutshell. Tho effect is, as It ware, 
to render the body in a manner trans­ 
lucent, enabling the operator to taka a 
panoramic view of one’s internal economy. 
We may now show the degrees of digesti­ 
bility of all the patente and high grades 
in the market, and be enabled to sample 
the brand and consumer at the same time.

To any one with a knowledge, however 
slight, of the history of Egypt, the mere 
names of the kings whose mammies have 
been brought into the gsriah light of this 
nineteenth centurv are full of associations 
of the highest interest. The series com­ 
mences with a gigantic coffin, painted 
white, and bearing a long inscription in 
black cn the breaet. It contains the body 
of the patriarch of the Egjptian royalty 
of w hat Mariettc distinguished asthe “ New 
Empire.” Many of us remember the name 
of Tiaaken Kukenen, abont whom such 
a tantalizing little fragment has been 
published in tho “ Records cf the Tast.” 
He preceded Aahmes, the first King 
of the famous eighteenth dynasty, and the 
fragment which is in the British Museum 
tells us of the beginning of his contest with 
a northern Kiüg, Apapi, who dwelt in the 
city of Haver, and is generally recognized 
as one of the Hyksos or shepherds, about 
whom bo much has been written, bat about 
whom so little is known. Raakenen was 
the father, it is now all but certain, of the 
Q ieen Aahhotep, whose jewels were ex­ 
hibited at Paris in 1868. Her husband 
appears to have been Ksines Uaz-Knaper- 
IU, a successful General, sometimesapoken 
ofaa himself, perhaps in her right, a King, 
and she was the mother of Aahmes, the 
founder, as I have said, of the eighteenth 
dynasty. The inscription on the coffin 
of Raskcnen contains uo historical record, 
except the name and a praye r to the gods 
of the dead on hia behalf. Beside him 
lies his grandson Aahmes—the coffin 
of whose mother, Aah-hotep, was already 
in tho museum ; the lid removed, and the 
royal mummy swathed in wreaths of what 
3,000 years ago were fresh lotus flowers. 
They are faded and dry now, and so fragile 
that a touch destroys them. Next to King 
Aahmes ia his wife in a crimson coffin, her 
body w-rappefi in grave clothes of pink 
cambric, with hands of white, so fresh, so 
delicate in oolor, that an effort of mine snf- 
fices to realize the fact that Nefertary must 
have died loDg before Moses was born. 
Close to her and her royai husband is their 
son, Ameu hotep I., his face covered with 
a brilliantly painted mask, and hia body, 
like that of his father, wreathed with flow 
era and leaves. On hia breast hia name is 
written with a singular variation, referring 
apparently to his love for his country. 
“ Amen-hotep united with Egypt.” It re­ 
calls Napoleon’s reference in his will to 
“ the people whom he had loved ao well,” 
but had, we must hope, some better found­ 
ation in fact. Attracted perhaps by ths 
flowers, a wasp entered the royal coffin at 
the last moment before it was closed, and 
waa found among the wreaths. By the 
side of the great Amen-hotep rest* the 
body of hia yotmger brother Se-Amen, and 
near him a coffin inscribed with the aame 
of bis sister, the Princess Set-Amen, which, 
when it was opened, was found to contain 
nothing but a bundle of reeds packed so as 
to resemble the outline of the human form, 
surmounted by an infant’s skull. This is 
not the only example ot suoh deception 
among the number of the supposed mum­ 
mies.—[MacMillan’s Magazine.

The Edinburgh ScoUman of January 80th 
•ays : “ Abreast of the bar ot the North 
Harbor of Peterhead, whioh daring north­ 
easterly gales can only be entered by boats 
at considerable risk, 1,200 feet of pipe havs 
been laid on the sea floor by Mr, shields. 
When fully ohargtd this pipe oontslus • 
hundred gallons of oil, and «9 
pressure is brought to bear dh it by insana 
of a force-pump on shore the oil «scapes 
through three valves seventy-flvs yards 
spare to the surface. On the occaaion of 
the recent experiments the wind blew 
from the southeast, and waves were 
so high and broke with such force as they 
entered the narrow area between the two 
head-lands that the looal “ ball," the ap­ 
pearance of which Indicates dinger to 
boats in orossing the harbor bar, wm 
hoisted, while tho tug boat, with a Tassel 
In tow, had to “standoff.” On ths wa­ 
ters thus agitated the oil—refined seal— 
waa let loose from the three submsriae 
valves to the extent, it is said, of only two 
or three gallons, and in the course of hslf 
an hour the whole expanse of water from 
the tidal run to the harbor éntranos was 
coated with a film of oil, which shone mir­ 
ror-like in the sunshine. The waves could 
be seen advancing at their full height out­ 
side the bay, but they seem to have quietly 
collapsed on nearing the harbor, where, 
according to our report, ‘they ran their 
course ill gentle uudulations.’ The tug 
and its attendant vessel meanwhile ran 
safely in, while other boats glided safely 
out of the harbor, aided by the calm thus 
artificially produced." 
, 
The Scotsman proceeds to dlsouss th* 
philosophy of the matter as follows : “ The 
question of the sotion of oil on troubled 
wattra does not seem to have hitherto 
received that attention from men of toience 
which its importance deserves, the only 
scientific investigation known to ns being 
that communication to the British Associa­ 
tion by Professor Osborne Reynolds in 
1880. From the very meager notioe of his 
paper in tho British Association Reports, 
it can be gathered that Professor Reynolds 
recognizes aa the result of his experiments 
the efficacy of oil on the surface of water 
to prevent wind waves aod to deetroy 
waves already existing. This ha attribute* 
‘to tho surface tension of the water, over 
which tho oil spreads, varying inversely aa 
tho thickness of the oil, thus introducing 
tangential stiffness into the oil sheet, whioh 
prevent* the oil taking np the tangential 
motion of the water beneath.’ Full de­ 
tails of this investigation have yet to b* 
published, and these may be expected to 
throw light on the above explanation. A 
rreent writer in Chamber't Journal oon- 
aider» tho philosophy of the operation to 
bo simply that the thin covering of oil 
floating on the wave* prevents the winds 
from entering under the surface.”

There ha* juet been held, fit Cincinnati, 
a Forestry Convention, the first ssrious at­ 
tem pt to organize pnblio sentiment on a 
most important matter, and to deviee way» 
and means of checking the waste of timber 
which now threaten! the country with 
many and serioua disasters. 
^ e are not 
aware that California waa repreiented in 
the Convention, but it ia certain that the 
objects of it are of very great oonsequence 
to tbs people of this State. 
At the rate 
at which onr forests are being removed 
it can be but a few years before we shall 
feel the effects of our heedleasness in this 
respect. 
We have not only to anticipate 
anch a timber famine aa will interfere seri­ 
ously with all tbe many employments and 
uses to which wood is put, but which will 
produce climatic and flaviatile changes 
of a most injurious character. 
In the 
ordinary course of things the demand for 
wood for fuel, building purposes, manufact­ 
ures, etc., must become larger every year. 
As the wood-cutters 
work 
their way 
farther from the oonvenieut points of ship­ 
ment the expense of transportation must 
inorease, and the market price of the 
staple must rise. 
At no distant period it 
will probably become necessary to sub­ 
stitute ooal for wood as fuel, and then 
lamber for bnilding will grow dearer. We 
may be able for several years to supply our 
needs, as regards pine timber, from the 
still considerable forests on Puget Sound, 
and in Oregon, but long before we have 
been reduced to severe straits for manu­ 
facturing and building materials, we shall 
have begun to find out that it is impossible 
to strip tbe mountain ranges of their forest 
growth without affecting the habitability 
of tbe valleys and plains. 
Tbe experienoe 
of mankind in this connection has been so 
abundant and uniform that wise Gov­ 
ernments have long since formulated the 
knowledge gained in thia way, and have 
applied themselves methodically to repair 
the ravages of the past, and to renew the 
growth of forests. 
In California no attention has been paid 
to forestry, however, though it cannot be 
■aid that warnings have not been uttered 
repeatedly. 
A t present there is a great 
deal of agitation regarding the deatructive 
effects of hydraulic mining in tbe mount­ 
ains, bat even if hydraulic mining should 
cease altogether the valleys would not ba 
relieved from danger so long as the present 
reckless destruction of our forests con­ 
tinues. 
The effects of the denudation of 
mountain aides are by thia time well under­ 
stood in Europe. 
When the timber is 
removed from such localities most import­ 
ant changes follow. 
The snowfall, no 
longer retained by the trees, and no longer 
sheltered by their foliage, melts and de­ 
scends into the rivers with extreme rapid­ 
ity. 
Enormous bodies of snow, which 
when held and shaded by the forests, 
melted gradually, and thns kept np the 
rivers late into the aummer, are precipitated 
at once into the ravines, and canae sudden 
and heavy floods, which pass very quickly, 
to be snrronnded by periods of drought. 
The mountain springs dry np and disap­ 
pear. 
The herbage no 
longer grows. 
Evaporation is seriously diminished, and 
the heats of summer become greater. 
The 
want of water is felt in the valleys speed­ 
ily, 
The rivers change their regimeD. 
In winter they become dangerous ; in sum­ 
mer useless. 
Daring the winter every 
severe storm which covers the mountains 
with snow raises the streams at once. 
All 
the snow must be carried off at once, and 
the result is a constant increase of floods. 
The snddenness and fury with which the 
freaheta come down render all preventive 
works useless. 
Dykes and levees are swept 
away. 
River channels change. 
For a few 
months the valleys are oceans, and during 
the rest of the year they are deeerts. 
Thia ia what happens when the mount­ 
ains aro stripped of their timbers ; and 
this is what the people of California m uit 
expect if they go on in their present conrse. 
It is also certain that when the timber 
has been removed from the Sierra, the 
winter-stormi will canse an unprecedented 
eroaion of the soil, and thns the amonnt 
of detritus carried down tbe rivers will be 
increased to such an extent that the 
farmers of the Sacramento Valley will be 
exposed to as much danger as at any for­ 
mer time. 
And one of the most serious 
reflections is that when the mountains 
have been stripped of timber and soil, it 
will be almost impossible to replace the 
forest growth, for in that case it will have 
no holding ground. 
In the Swiss Alps 
immense trouble has been taken to replant 
the slopes above the towns and villages, 
but the avalanches, haviDg once ground 
pathB for themselves, continually sweep 
away the barriers which are set to hold 
them back, and thus all the work has to 
be done over again. 
In Switzerland, in 
Franoe, in Spain and in Italy, whole dis­ 
tricts have been rendered uninhabitable 
by the destruction of the forests, and gen­ 
erations m ast elapse before severe and 
patient labor can repair the evil. 
That 
the same consequences will follow the 
same line of action here, is perfectly clear. 
Indeed already the first premonitions of 
approaching mischief are to be recognized. 
The United States Government has es­ 
tablished a Burean of Forestry, which has 
issued several valuable reports on the sub­ 
ject, all showing the need of remedial 
action. 
Congreas, however, has thns far 
failed to meet the question intelligently, 
perhaps because there was no “ politics’’ 
in it. 
Y et uniesa something is done soon 
tbe whole country m ast suffer. 
Every­ 
where the consumption of wood is increas­ 
ing, and it is enormous now. 
There are 
two distinot branches of the question, as 
we have shown, and both of them present 
very grave problems. 
W e can neither af­ 
ford to exhanst onr forests, nor can we 
afford to encounter the climatic evils which 
their exhaustion m ost entail. 
Yet though 
the certainty of all these evils is not to be 
doubted, and 
thongb 
tbeir occurrence 
wo.nld be more disastrous than a deatruct­ 
ive foreign war, it is very difficult to arouse 
public interest in the m atter, and it has 
hitherto proved impossible to obtain the 
legislation which can alone avert the com­ 
ing danger, and secure the protection of 
the people from the greed and folly of a 
small minority.

A Special Committee of the New York 
Senate is taking testimony on grain gam­ 
bling. 
One of the witnesses on Saturday 
thought th at the Legislature ought not to 
interfere in what he called a legitimate 
business. 
Ue thought that any suoh inter­ 
ference “ would result in a decrease of the 
“ volume of business in the Prodace Ex- 
“ change, uniesa the members in some way 
“ evaded the law. 
I t wonld affect the pe 
“ cuniary interests of members." 
That is 
about as good an arj;ument as to say that 
raiding faro games is wrong, because it ef­ 
fects the pecuniary interests of the gam­ 
blers. 
Another witness however held that 
the sales at “ options,” “ puts,” “ calls,” 
“ futures ” and “ straddles ” should be 
•topped by law. 
He said the system was 
demoralizing and “ contrary not only to 
“ sound policy, but to the best interests of 
“ the people." He said, " in no business 
“ will so many financial wrecks be found 
11 as among tin, grain speculators. ” 
Prob­ 
ably he was not familiar with gambling in 
mining stocks, which has certainly fur­ 
nished a tolerably large quota of “ finan­ 
cial w recks” in its time. 
The simple 
fact however ia that grain gambling as car­ 
ried on in the Produce Exchanges has none 
of the elements of legitimate business 
about it. 
I t is a more or leas wild betting 
upon prices. 
The gamblers never see nor 
handle the staple in which they operate. 
They are worse than middlemen. 
They 
have no legitimate interest in wheat, but 
their betting interferes with the interests 
of the produoer and the consumer both. 
Grain gambling jjs against the public inter- 


The Colusa Sun, oommenting upon a 
paragraph which appeared in the Recop.d- 
U sion recently, on the principles of rail­ 
road taxation, observes: “ It is certainly con­ 
" trary to the spirit of the law to assess a 
“ piece of property according to the income 
“ it brings when added to intelligent la- 
“ bor, but how else are we to arrive at ita 
"cash value ?” 
The income which prop­ 
erty brings is not a factor in tbe problem, 
and has nothing whatever to do with the 
question of what the property is worth. 
The standard of “ cash value” is and must be 
the amount for which the property could be 
replaced or duplicated. It is impossible to 
take theusufructof the property into consid­ 
eration, 
To do so would be to assess an in­ 
come tax under the pretense of assessing a 
property tax. 
Suppose, 
for 
example, 
there are two lawyers in a tow n 
Each of 
them has a library worth £5,000; but 
while one makes £10,000 a year the other 
only makes £2,000. 
In assessing their li­ 
braries, how will it be possible to take the 
income made from them into consideration 1 
Or 
suppose the case of 
two dentists, 
each possessing an outfit of instruments 
which cost $1,000, 
One dentist, however, 
makes $5,000 a year, while the other only 
makes £1,000. 
Here again is the same 
kind and amonnt of property, producing 
however the most dissimilar results. 
It 
is quite clear that to introduce any con­ 
sideration of the income derived from 
the use of the property, is to confuse tbe 
whole question. 
But if the standard we 
mentioned be applied, every difficulty van­ 
ishes at once. 
W hat could the prop­ 
erty 
be 
re p lie d 
for ?j 
That 
is 
al­ 
ways 
ascertainable, and 
when 
ascer­ 
tained it supplies 
a rule of taxation 
which insures equal justice. If we had an in­ 
come tax it wonld be permissible to in­ 
quire into the question of income. 
As 
we have only property taxes, it is not per­ 
missible to inquire into anything beyond 
the actual value of property. 
It seems 
to us that the distinction here is broad and 
strongly marked, and that it ought to 
govern assessments, both of railroads and 
all other property.

Exaotly why the police of New York re­ 
fused to allow the Socialists to march in 
procession, on the ocoasion of laying tbe 
corner-stone of a monument to Froebel, is 
not at first apparent. 
Friederich Froebel, 
whose centennial anniversary has just been 
celebrated by the aforesaid New York So­ 
cialists in the manner described, was the 
founder of the Kindergarten, and conse­ 
quently not a very ferocious nor blood­ 
thirsty person. 
He introduced Sweetness 
and Light into the education of the young. 
He invented a system by which the infant 
mind can be developed in the most natural, 
easy and pleasant manner. 
In doing this 
he conferred a great boon upon his genera­ 
tion and upon posterity, and it is difficult 
to see how the peace and order of society 
coaid be endangered by a procession held 
in commemoration of his services to hu­ 
manity. 
Does the Superintendent of Po­ 
lice at New York perchance think that the 
too prolonged contemplation of the Kinder­ 
garten system is liable to work a frenzy in 
men whose minds are attuned to Socialistic 
views ? Or did he think th at they were 
only making-believe to be wrapped up in 
the Kindegarten system, and that they 
covertly meditated darker proceedings ? 
Taking the bare facts as they stand, the 
prohibition of the procession appears to 
have been unnecessary ; but it is possible 
that Superintendent W alling had Informa­ 
tion which justified him in issuing the or­ 
der. 


IONATIEFF 
AND THE 
JEWS. 


Ignatieff has been endeavoring to make 
it appear that his Government has not 
been diagraoefully remiss in its treatm ent 
of the Jewiah persecution. 
W e have no 
doubt whatever that he was following his 
habitas! preference for falsehood when he 
said th at the Government had taken every 
precaution against the renewal of the out­ 
rages, and that it was punishing the assail­ 
ants of the Jews. 
Dispatches arriving 
every day show that this is not true, aud 
that the Rassian authorities are really 
making no serious efforts to put down the 
popular uprisings. 
We suppose the truth 
to be that they rather approve of the pet’ 
Becution, as being calculated to employ re­ 
volutionary energies on enterprises other 
than the bombardment of the Czar. 
Bat 
the Nihilista are evident not abandoning 
their first love, as the discovery of a plot 
to blow up the Kremlin indicates. 
The 
approaching coronation of the Czar will be 
a time of great anxiety, beyond a ques­ 
tion, and it ia already shown that the per­ 
secution of the Jews has not aoted as a 
safety valve to carry off the Nihilist steam. 


MEANING 
BUSINESS. 


Seven regiments have been ordered to 
Arizona to fight the Apaches, 
We do not 
know what the actual strength of these 
regiments ia, but suppose they muster 
some three thousand men. 
As the hostile 
Indiana do not appear to exceed one hun­ 
dred and fifty, the Federal troops ought to 
be able to give a good account of them, al­ 
ways provided that they can be fonnd. The 
trouble w ith the Apaches ia, th at they can 
always slip across the border into Mexioo, 
and as our troops oannot follow them there, 
they too generally escape punishment after 
their raids. 
Seven regiments ought to per­ 
suade them to abandon hostilities, but the 
great difficulty will be to make them stand 
still long enough to be whipped. 


N e w R em ed y t o r S c a le .— The United 
States Agricultural Department lately sent 
an agent to Florida to study np the scale 
on orange ard other fruit trees. 
After 
making various experiments and investiga­ 
tions he writes at some length, and states 
that diluted carbolic soap does not seem 
effective unless stronger than Professor 
Riley recommends (diluted fifty times). 
Soap which has fifteen per cent, oil of creo­ 
sote is rather expensive, but does good 
work. 
W hat he calls “ kerosene butter ” 
is the insectioide that he most strongly 
favors. 
The point ia to make the kerosene 
soluble in water. 
He charas coal oil in 
milk nntil it forms a thick b u tter like sub­ 
stance. 
The following is the formula : 
Kerosene oil one gallon, milk (fresh or 
sour) six pints, and water six pints ; add 
four pints of the milk and four pints of the 
water to the oil first, and when the mixt­ 
ure by churning begins to thicken, add the 
remaining two pints of each. 
By churning 
from fifteen to forty-five minutes the entire 
amount of liquid thickens to an ivory-white 
butter, which can then be dilated in water 
to any extent. 
It may sour or cardie but 
can be stirred np again. 
One pint of the 
“ butter ’’ to six quarts of water makes a 
strong application to be sprayed npon the 
infested trees. 
If properly made the cost 
of this wash aa dilated for application will 
not be over two cents per gallon. 
The best 
quality of oil should be used. 


N a v ig a tio n or t h e S a c r a m e n to .— The 
San Franoisco Board of Trade at a recent 
meeting adopted and transmitted to Repre­ 
sentative Page, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Commerce, the following 
resolution : 
Whereas, The navigation of the Sacramento river 
and the bay of San Francisoo is of great importance 
to the agricultural and commercial interests of our 
couutrj, and the protection of both an object en­ 
titled to the fostering care of our National Govern­ 
ment , and whoroBS, serious injury has already been 
inflicted on the river and up;>cr hays, and an emer­ 
gency existe which requires prompt action ; there­ 
fore, be it 
Rewired, That thia Board respectfully urges upon 
Congress the noceselty for immediate action by the 
adoption ot eueh remedies as in their wisdom may 
beet preserve the facilities which nature has given to 
commerce, and requests that a sufficient appropria­ 
tion be promptly made for this purpose, to be ex­ 
pended under the direction of the Secretary' of War.

In view of these considera­ 
tions, and of the large numher of names al­ 
ready placed on S[>eaker Keifer’s list with 
promises for recognition in their order, it was 
deemed advisable to let the matter rest until 
to-morrow, when a double chance will ba of­ 
fered for procuring the desired action—first, 
uoanimous consent, and secondly, thia fail­ 
ing, by means of a motion to proceed to 
business on tbe Speaker’s table, which can be 
carried by a simple majority. 
Meanwhile 
Messrs. Morse and Rice, of Massachusetts, 
aud Hooker, of Mississippi—the three lead­ 
ers most likely to object—have promised that 
they will not object to the amendments being 
considered to-morrow, and there is very little 
doubt that the House’s coucurrence will then 
be obtained. 
Townsend’s resolution offered to-day for the 
abrogation of all treaty stipulations permit­ 
ting the immigration of Chinese, except for 
finance, education or foreign commerce, was’1 
so crudely phrased and so mauifestly designed 
only for political effeot, that the vote upon it 
possessed little or no practical significance.

The Sh ip h erd In q u iry —Senator B la ir B e­ 
fore th e C om m ittee. 
W a s h in g to n , May 1st.—Senator Blair ap­ 
peared before the Foreign Affairs Committee 
to-day, and began by reading a general state­ 
ment in relatinu to the subject under investi­ 
gation, in effect 
aa follows: 
“ I know 
nothing of the membership of the Peruviar. 
Company, except that of President Ship- 
herd. 
I do not know of any member of either 
house being in any way whatever connected 
with it, except myself, and my connection 
with it was purely as counsel, with no pecu 
Diary interest whatever in the company, and 
with no expectation whatever of a pecuniary 
reward." The statement then rehearsed at 
some length the situation of affairs in Peru 
and Chile; the witness' sympathy for Pern, 
and a desire to prevent her dismemberment, 
which led him to take a keen interest in the 
purpose and objects of the Peruvian Com­ 
pany. Some time in August Shipherd wrote 
offering witness, as a retainer, stock in the 
company. 
Witness replied that he preferred 
a retainer in money, if he should take any 
fee. Shortly afterward he (Shipherd) sent 
witness some scrip, which was subsequently 
returned, for reasons already set forth. 
Witness continued : “ So far as I know, 
the affair of Shipherd had no influence what­ 
ever upon the policy of our Government, and 
never bad the effect to alter or change it in 
any conceivable degree " Witness then al­ 
luded to rb interview with Secretary Blaiue, 
which took place on the 25th and 26th of 
July, and added: “ I have no desire to go 
over in detail what occurred at these inter­ 
views, unless it be the wish of the committee 
that I should do so. 
I desire to state that I 
never heard Shipherd make any meutioD, in 
the presence of Blaine on any other occasion 
in my presence, of his having made an offer 
to Minister Hurlbnt of $250.000 stock in the 
Peruvian Company. Neither did I ever have 
any correspondence with Minister Hurlbut 
on the subject of the Peruvian Company.” 
Witness bad received lettere from Hurlbnt, 
who mentioned haviDg received many com­ 
munications from Shipherd, and said he could 
not make him (Shipherd) understand that he 
(Hurlbut) could not act in the matter except 
on instructions from the State Department. 
Witness first saw the long letter of Shipherd 
to Walker Blaine when he Baw it in the 
printed report of Shipherd's examination be­ 
fore the committee. He had, however, been 
requested by Secretary Blaine to inform Ship­ 
herd that he (Blaine) did not wish him (Ship­ 
herd) to hold any correspondence with any 
subordinates of the State Department, and 
this desire he had verbally conveyed to Ship­ 
herd.

Kremlin during the festivities attending the 
coronation of the Czar. At the man’s resi­ 
dence were found a number of peasants' 
caps, the crowns of which were filled with 
explosive material.

alive, in this, th at c ly on Friday one of the 
s:»eakers at a temperance meeting spoke 
slightingly of 
the 
Judge of the Court, 
upon ma.ters that not one out of a hur> 
died in the most oidma-y walks of life tu t 
knew to f«e absurd.; that is, that c tinsel for a 
defendant could challenge any person whom 
he pleased peremptory, and cuuid quea’ion a 
juror op >u any subject. 
Also that a greater 
ignoran?» and disregard of common propri 
ety was shown by these tame so-called citi­ 
zens when they sought to w rit upon and con­ 
fer with the Judge of this Court upon a m at­ 
ter that wus to come up before him for 
adjudicad >n.

Another Account of Tupper** Fight. 
F okt A p a c h e . May 1st.—A courier arrived 
at Fort Bowie early this morniDg, bringing 
dispatches from M ajor Topper, ot the Sixth 
Cavalry, who reports having a fight on the 
28th with the hostiles at Cloverdale, New 
Mexico, a small place in the Los Animas 
mountains, just on the Arizona and New 
Mexico line, and close to the border. 
Tapper 
lost one man—private Gould—killed, and 
two wounded. Captain Raffertv, of the Sixth 
Cavalry, had his horse shot under him during 
the fight. 
About fifteen hostiles were killed, 
including Loco’s son, and seventy-five horses 
were captured. 
Tupper soon after joined 
Colonel Forsyth’s command, and both are 
now following the trail, and probably will go 
over the border into Mexico, as Colonel For­ 
syth would not hesitate to cross the line if 
the trail was promising. 
I t is believed that 
all these Indians are now entirely out of 
Arizona. 


Tupper*s Report to Colonel Perry. 
C am p o n t h e E a s t S id e o r t h e A n im a s 
M o u n ta in s , April 
28tn.—Colonel Perry, 
Wiiicox : 
We jumped a large force of In­ 
dians at daybreak this morning, about thirty- 
five miles east of Coverdale. 
We killed 
twelve or fifteen, among them Loco’s son, and 
captured seventy or seventy five head of 
stock. 
The engagement lasted until 12 M. 
We were unable to drive them from a very 
strong natural position. 
The stock was cut 
off by the cavalry in the first charge, and 
under fire they withdrew quietly without loss 
or apparent encouragement to the hostiles. 
During the fight Loco endeavored to induce 
the scouts to turn against us. 
Our casualties 
were : 
M troop, one man killed and one 
wonnd^d; G troop, one man wounded slightly 
and two horses killed. 
Lieutenant Toney 
received a close call by a bullet through the 
lin*Q{ of his coat. 
We did our beat, and all 
behaved handsomely. 
It appeared to be our 
last chance at the hostiles. 
It seemed some­ 
what desperate, as their force was at least 
four times greater than estimated by me. 
Miles and Darr, with their ecouta, took up a

Tw enty-one years ñgo F rank Moeea hoisted 
the palm etto fl ik of Sooth C arolina over the 
ruins of F o rt Sum ter, having been deputed 
to th a t work by G overnor Fickens. whose 
private secretary he then *'»»•. 
H e had 
ahortly before graduated w ith high honors 
from oollege; hia father was both a m an of 
w ealth and social distinction, and a trusted 
m em ber of the judiciary of the fire-eating 
S tate ; and his future promised to be an ex­ 
ceptionally brilliant one. 
He served through­ 
out the war in the Confederate arm y, as also 
did his father, and when the war was over 
they both m ounted to positions of influence 
by accepting the reconstruction acts and the 
new order of things. 
T he father became Chief Ju stic e of th e 
South C arolina Suprem e C ourt, in w hich 
offics he died. 
The son became a m em ber of 
the Legislature, the Speaker of the House, 
and subsequently G overnor of the S tate. 
H e 
had a most winsome m anner and persuasive 
tongue, and they stood him in good stead. 
H e was u tterly w ithout conscience, however. 
H is debaucheries became notorious, and after 
a while they even disgusted those who had put 
him in power, and he was cast out from their 
m idst and bis name brandi d w ith all infam y. 
There was no rest for him iu South Caro­ 
lina after this and he came to N ew Y ork 
city. 
There his career for several years has 
been vile, bu t it was not until his other means 
of obtaining money failed him th a t he was 
charged w ith petty swindling operations th at 
finally landed him in the Tom bs.
